Ager, Harmeling 
earn State 
Championships 


COMSTOCK PARK — The Boyne City 
Track teams have been impressive all 
year and on Saturday, June 2, they did 
not disappoint as seniors Anna Harmel- 
ing and Jacob Ager became State Cham- 
pions. Harmeling won the Pole Vault 
with ajump of 11’ 6”. Ager won the Shot 
Put with a new school record throw of 59’ 
10”. 

As a team, the Rambler girls finished 
5th, which is the highest team finish in 
Boyne City school history, highlighted by 
seven girls that earned All-State honors 
by finishing in the top eight of their 
events.

The Ramblers sent eight girls to the 
meet in 11 different events. The team 
scored in six of the events. Other girls 
qualified and running excellent events 
were: Rea 9th in the 100M Dash (13.02); 
Cotton 10th in the 100 High Hurdles 
(16.69); Harmeling 15th in the Long Jump 
(14’ 6.25”); Eleri Giem 24th in the High
